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DON’T BUY LAND TOO FAR WEST 


A great land hunger has taken pos- 


session of the American people. Farm- 
ers in Illinois are selling their farms 
at high prices and are pouring espe- 
cially into northern lowa, Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. lowa people are 
selling out and moving north and 
west. Ihe capitalists in the cities are 


coming to the conclusion that land is 
about the safest thing in which to 
invest five and six per cent money and 
are buying land by the townships. We 
are not concerned about these men 
and it is not our atfair whether they 
buy land east or west of the Jim 
river and the Missouri in Dakota. 
We wish, however, to raise a note 
of warning. <A similar land hunger 
took sion of the people a num- 
ber of years ago and they poured into

Kansas and Nebraska, jumping over 
each other in the effort to obtain 
land. They had a notion that after 


they had passed the 98th medidian the 
rainfall would increase with the cul- 
tivation of the land.

TO PLOW CLOVER SOD IN THE 
FALL OR SPRING. 


An Towa correspondent writes: 

“IT have twelve acres of clover 
which I cut a few days ago. Would 
you advise plowing the stubble this 
fall, or let it go until late next 
spring and plow it under for green 
manure?” 


Whether should be 
plowed in the fall or spring depends 
circumstances. In the southern 
part of our territory, where the win- 
ters are open and there is a great 


clover sod 


on 


deal of rain, we would not plow it 
in the fall but wait until spring. 
Why? Because under open winters 


fall plowed land often becomes sod- 
den or sad and is in a worse condi- 
tion that if it had not been plowed 
at all. In northern Iowa and cor- 
responding latitudes, where the 
ground freezes up in the fall and re- 
mains frozen, we prefer fall plowing 
of sod of all kinds, and particularly 
of blue grass sod. We would, how- 
ever, deter the plowing as late as 
possible, and we give our reason why. 

If sod is plowed early, say in Sep- 
tember, and the weather is warm, as 
it is now, there is a considerable 
waste of fertility in the shape of ni- 
trates; that is, nature goes on pre- 
paring available fertility, and there 
being no growing plants to use it, 
it'is washed out by fall rains. Nitro- 
gen must be converted into nitrates 
by the action of germs before the 
plant can use it and in this shape it 
is easily soluble and liable to be lost. 
the warmer the weather, the more 
active is germ life and the greater 
the The activity of germ life 
ceases with cold weather and by fall 


loss. 


plowing we have the advantage of 
having the newly turned sod dried 


out and frozen and in the best possi- 


ble shape to mellow down the next 
spring. In Iowa, we would, there- 


fore, deter the plowing as long as 
possible, leaving barely time to get 
it plowed before the land freezes up, 


which is usually from the 15th to 
the 25th of November. If some otf 
it is left over until spring, it does 


not matter a great deal with clover 
sod, but with blue grass sod we de- 
cidedly prefer the fall plowing. 

Ww hy this difference? Because blue 
grass sod is nearly always infested 
with worms of various kinds, especially 
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graubworms and cutworms. The late 
fall plowing and thorough disking 
or harrowing once a week during 
April and up until the middle of May 
will put these “hors de combat”; or, 
in plain English, this kind of freat- 
ment will “settle their hash.” 





A BARN FOR SHREDDED FODDER 


A number of our readers, who are 
shredding fodder this year for the 
first time, are at a loss to know 
where to put it. They are afraid that 
if they put up large quantities of it 
thrashed a little moist, which can not 
always be prevented, it will heat and 
pessibly take fire by spontaneous com- 
bustion. There is danger of this. 


Judging from our own experience, 
the best place to keep shredded fod- 
der is in an ordinary hay barn. A 
barn of this kind can be constructed 
very easily. Some fifteen or twenty 
years ago we built one 24 by 40 feet, 
using 8 by 8 timbers for posts, the 
posts 20 feet long and put three feet 
in the ground, covering with barn 
boards, at a cost of about $100. We 
have used it for a hay barn ever since, 
but last winter used it for shredded 
fodder. This will hold from 35 to 40 
tons of hay when well filled and from 
40 to 45 tons of shredded fodder. 
Mangers can be built around it very 
readily and can be filled by simply 
shoving the stover down. A building 
of this kind is one of the most use- 
ful on the farm. It can be used for 
hay, or, in default of that, for straw, 
or for oats or wheat, and when empty 
in the summer furnishes an elegant 
shelter for hogs. It will pay from 25 
to 50 per cent of its cost every year, 
and now is a good time to build it. 
Where farmers have plenty of poles, 
the money cost is simply the roof. 
They can build it themselves. We 
would make the roof one-third pitch. 
Arrange for taking in the hay in the 
usual manner at one end for hay or 
straw, but blow the stover in from 
the shredder. In arranging a barn of 
this kind for hay, put the cross tie 
at the end where you put in the hay 
if cross ties are used for bracing, 
two feet lower than the rest, giving 
plenty of room for the hay to go in. 
We have described this sort of a barn 
so frequently that it is scarcely neces- 
sary to go into further particulars. 


Is THERE A HESSIAN FLY PROOF 
WHEAT? 


The Cornell University Station in 
New York has been giving special at- 
tention to the ravages of the Hessian 
fly during the past year. It is esti- 
mated that the losses from the Hes- 
sian fly in New York this year amount 
to about $3,000,000. No wonder, there- 
fore, that the station takes a deep in- 
terest in the subject. Every fall the 
classes at the University are taken 
into the wheat fields and they have 
never failed to find a few of the larvae 
of the Hessian fly. Last year there 
was an alarming increase in the num- 
bers and the station advised farmers 
to sow their wheat on rich, well culti- 
vated land not earlier than Septem- 
ber 20 and not later than October 1. 
Even then wheat sown as late as Octo- 
ber 1 became infected. 

The station has been using the 
Dawson Golden Chaff winter wheat as 
the best variety for that latitude anu 
is somewhat surprised to find that it 
is more resistant to the Hessian fly 
than any other variety used, not only 
at the station, but among farmers, 
and it therefore recommenas New 
York farmers to sow largely of Gold- 
en Chaff as the most fy resistant 
wheat and a superior wheat for gen- 
eral culture. On the contrary, how- 
ever, the Dawson Golden Chaff is re- 
ported to have suffered from the fly in 
Canada more than Red Clawson. 

We do not believe there is any 
wheat that will resist the Hessian 
fly, but if wheat is sown on rich land 
from September 20 to October 1 and on 
a thoroughly well prepared seed bed, 
it will stand against the Hessian fly 
better than wheat sown under condi- 
tions less favorable to growth. If we 
cannot avoid the ravages of the Hes- 
sian fly altogether, which it seems im- 
possible to do, we can at least grow 
wheat so strong that the minimum of 
injury will result, 

The Dawson wheat as grown at the 
Iowa Experiment Station has proved 
itself a very superior wheat, but it 
does not resist our winter climate 
nearly as well as the Turkish red, 
which is the only kind we advise the 
Iowa farmer to sow. 
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THE HAIRY VETCH.

INFEJTIOUS OPTHALMIA IN 
CATTLE. 
In a bulletin issued by the 
Indiana Experiment Station at Purd 
on this subject, 


recently 


the symptoms aré d¢ 


scribed and treatment recommended 
as follows: 
“The symptoms are local and ge 


eral. The body temperature is raised 
the appetite interferred with, and 
Tumination checked. In the mild 
cases these symptoms are n 
marked. When first affected one o1 
both eyes are held nearly closed, the 
lids swell, and tears pour over the 
face. A whitish film forms over the 
eyes which may become dense. The 
cornea may bulge forward owing to 
the pressure of the abscess from 
within. Yellow spots from the size of 
a pin head to that of a grain of corn 
form and from the margin will radiate 
reddish lines. These are abscesses 


and when they heal whitish scars will 
take their places One may be at 
tacked and then the other The 
will last from three to six wee ks, but 
it rarely happens that there 1s com 
plete blindness in both eyes. 

“The treatment is comparatively 
simple. Keep the badly affected cattle 
in the shade of the woods, or in the 
barn if necessary, during the middle of 
the day, to prevent aggravation. 
Locally, apply equal parts of finely 
powdered boracic acid and calomel, by 
means of a small insect powder!

Simple opthalmia is caused by a 
blow, as a stroke of the whip or from 
the horn of a mate, a foreign body in 
the eye, ammoniacal vapors from 
filthy stables, extremes of heat and 
cold, or sudden alterations of temper 
atures. Periodical ophthalmia is 
caused by constitutional debility and 
is most common on low, undrained 
lands. It is not nearly so common as 
it was fifty years ago, comparatively 


speaking, because of better sanitary) 
conditions and better veterinary treat 
ment when an attack occurs. 


PINK EYE IN CATTLE. 


A correspondent, whose herd is af- 


fected with pink eye, writes to know 
if there is any danger in using the 
milk of cows affected with it; also, if 
it is contagious to man, and if there 
is any danger of it causing abortion. 

Pink eve, when it once attacks a 
herd, is likely to go through it and 
is therefore contagious, but we 
have never heard of it being 
contagious to man. It is ap 
parently a distressing disease 
and sometimes makes the cattle blind 
for awhile, once in a while perma- 
nently, but beyond a decrease of the 
milk flow it does not affect the milk, 
nor is there any danger so far as we 
have ever heard of its causing abor- 
tion. We do not know that there is 
any remedy available to the ordinary 


farmer who has a large herd beyond 
keeping the cattle well sheltered in 


bad weather.

It describes the fly as follows: 

“The Hessian fly is a minute insect, 
somewhat resembling a mosquito, but 
considerably smaller, The abdomen of 
the ‘emale is extended into a long, 
slender ovipositor, and when engaged 
in egg laying she flies from the ground 
to the plant, deposits one or more 
eggs,an operation requiring but a frac- 
tion of a minute, then to the ground 
and soon to another plant. ‘The eggs, 
which are only barely visible to the 
unaided eye, are reddish in color, 
several times as long as wide, and are 
deposited end to end in the minute 
creases of the young wheat blade, 
usually on the upper or inward side. 
They are said to hatch in four to ten 
days, owing to the temperature, but 
further observation is needed on this 
point. They are so small that a glass 
magnifying 3 to 5 diameters is neces- 
sary to a satisfactory examination. A 
suitable pocket lens in rubber case 
can be purchased of any optician for 
50 to 75 cents.” 

It further goes on to say: “Where 
wheat is as badly infested as are the 
experimental sowings at this station 
it would be wise to plow under and 
sow again; for such wheat will not 
only be almost destroyed, but it will 
serve to carry over a host of the well 
known “flax seeds” of the fly, from 
which a new brood will emerge next 
spring to continue tne destructive 
work.” 

We call the attention of our read- 
ers in southern Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas to the above. It will be too 
late, however, by the time this reaches 
them to plow under and sow over. 

The most serious thing in connec- 
tion with the Hessian fly is the fact 
that it will take the spring wheat as

well as the winter. The Minnesota 
Station has also been studying this 


and in a recent bulletin says: 

“The Hessian fly has appeared 
throughout the greater part of Minne- 
sota during the summer of 1901, and 
considerable damage has been done to 
wheat, indeed as great injury as was 
caused by the very hot winas or July 
has been done by this insect. 

“The first effect of tnls insect upon 
the crop is to induce excessive stool- 
ing, which makes the wheat look very 


heavy upon the ground and to dis- 
courage the growth of grain-bearing 
stems, these being injured by the 
larvae. Such of the stems as do 


mature, if infested by the larvae of 
the fly, are so weakened that they fall 
over when the grain begins to ripen. 
Itis the presence of these fallen straws 
before harvest that makes the dam- 
age conspicuous. The damage done by 
the fly to the grain may be divided 
into two portions. A part of the dam- 
age is done by the larvae eating the 
substance of the plant, and through 
weakening or completely preventing 
the formation of the head of grain. 
The remainder of the loss results from 
the breaking over of the straw. The 
infested straws are frequently entirely 
missed by the binder or are so bent 
over as to be cut twice, and the head, 
such as it is, falls to the ground.” 

If this visitation of the Hessian fly 
forces our friends in northern lowa 
and Minnesota to change their rota- 
tion and grow less wheat and more 
grass it will be a blessing in disguise. 
We do not think, however, that the 
Hessian fly will continue long in the 
purely spring wheat sections, no mat- 
ter how much may be grown. It is 
difficult to see how the fly can perpet- 
uate itself in a spring wheat country, 
although such pests are capable of 
doing things that the scientist would 


Say at first sight were impossible. 
There may be no difficulty in laying 
a fall brood of eggs on _ volunteer 


wheat, but the difficulty is in under- 
Standing how when this wheat is killed 
in the winter, the flax seeds or eggs 
In their pupal state can survive the 
death of the plant and lay their eggs 
on the wheat grown in the spring sow- 
ing Can it be that the Hessian fly 
can become one brooded in these north- 
ern countries and hibernate in the 
flax seed state in the stubble? If this 
Should be the case, then farmers in 
the spring wheat states had better be

TO DETERMINE THE PER CENT 
OF MOISTURE IN FODDER. 


A southern Iowa _ correspondent 
writes: 

“How can I determine when fodder 
is sufficiently dry to shred so that it 
will not spoil in the mow? Further, 
will it be a good plan to ventilate the 
interior of the mow by turning a 
trough upside down and letting the 
end stick outside through a window.” 

Shredded fodder will keep if put in 
the mow without tramping if it does 
not contain more than 20 per cent of 


moisture. This can be determined 
roughly and practically by taking two 
or three stalks with an average con- 
tent of moisture from the shock, say 
one from the outside and two from 
the interior, cutting them up _ into 
pieces, weighing them, placing them in 
the stove oven after a baking is taken 
out and kiln drying, then weighing 
again, determining the loss of moist- 
ure. Hay, -when put in the barn, us- 
ually contains 25 per cent. The great- 
er the moisture content the more dan- 
ger and 40 per cent is quite dangerous. 

Answering the second question, a 
solid trough turned upside down would 
scarcely meet the requirements, but 
a trough made of slats that would al- 
low the heat to pass into the interior 
and out through top and sides as well 
as bottom would no doubt do very 
imuch to obviate the danger. 


MIXING STRAW WITH CORN HAY. 


A number of subscribers have writ- 
ten us asking what we think of the 
method of mixing straw with corn 
hay. A great deal of corn has been 
harvested this year and by many who 
have had no experience. One of the 
great difficulties in handiing shredded 
fodder is to get it dry enough so as 
keep in large quantities. Mixing hay 
with it, or when corn fodder is 
thrashed with an ordinary thrashing 
machine, thrashing oats about the 
same time and mixing the straw with 
it, will tend to prevent excessive jieat- 
ing; that is, the dry straw will take 
up the surplus moisture of the fodder. 
The straw will probably contain 15 
per cent of moisture, the fodder per- 
haps 40 per cent or over, and one can 
readily see the advantage of this kind 
of mixture. But one experiment on 
this line has been reported to us, from 
our readers, and that quite favorable. 


AGRICULTURE IN THE KANSAS 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Every agricultural college at some 


time in its history must needs be 
the scene of an earnest and some- 
times bitter contest between the 


friends of agriculture and the friends 
of general education. The Iowa col- 
lege passed through that crisis some 
ten or twelve years ago. in this con- 
test we took a full hand. Agriculture 
won and Secretary Wilson was made 
professor of agriculture and the col- 
lege has prospered from that day to 
this. There was no agriculture jn it 
to speak of before and we described 
the situation in a eartoon, which 
some of our readers will recollect, 
in which avriculture was represented 
as a dehorned steer in a corner of 
his own barnyard with long-horned 
Texas steers, named “ethies,” ““meta- 
physies,” ete., goring the life out of 
him. After that contest, “agricul- 
ture” ruled in its own barnyard. They 
have a similar contest on hand now 
in Kansas and the agricultural view 
is probably best represented by the 
following interview with Secretary 
Coburn which we take from the Kan- 
sas Farmer: 

What in your view should be 
distinguishing characteristics of 
agriculture college? 

“My contention is that the institu- 
tion was intended to be and should 
be, as its official designation implies, 
an ‘agricultural collezge;’ not neces- 
sarily for teaching agriculture alone, 
but being our only school designed 
for any such purpose it ‘should espe- 
cially give agriculture, animal hus- 
bandry, dairying, cereal or crop im- 
provement, and closely kindred in- 
terests an outstanding prominence 
and support, with the various other 
studies well maintained in import- 
ance in proportion as they are re- 
lated in an institution so different 
from the erdinary.”

WALLACES’ FARMER. 


Wherein does eur eellege differ 
froin your ideal’ 

“I think the tendeney under the 
present president has seonstantly 


been in the opposite direction and 
that as an executive his conduct to- 
ward the farm and agricultural de- 
partment, in innumerable instances 
and all the time, has been in the di- 
rection of its repression rather than 
wholesome development, and a sys- 
tematic hampering of the man at 
its head.” 

Do you think our college is being 
intentionally diverted from its proper 
purpose? 

“I do not think the president sees 
the tendency, or that he is consti- 
tuted to understand it; nor do I 
think the gentlemen who originally 
made him president realize the ten- 
dency nor its significance. Their in- 
tentions are the very best, but I 
think in many respects they unmis- 
takably fail to comprehend the situ- 
ation as others see it—or have failed 
up to within a very recent period.” 

The president has great influence 
in shaping the course of the college? 

“Any man who is at the head of 
such an institution and has super- 
vision of its details day by day does 
most to shape its policy, in spite of 
the intentions or resolutions of his 
board of control, who, in this in- 
stance, had little familiarity with 
this or any other similar school be- 
fore their appointment, and who 
hold but brief meetings four or five 
times a year. While the present 
president is doubtless a very worthy 
young man and capable of teaching 
physies or mathematics, for which 
purpose he was originally hired at 
Manhattan, I regard him as inher- 
ently unable to comprehend in any 
large way the important position he 
occupies, or the purposes, opportuni- 
ties and possibilities of the college 
so largely in his hands, and he is so 
regarded by others most widely ob- 
servant in this line of educational 
work. The board of regents ordin- 
arily must rely much upon the presi- 
dent’s counsel, and sometimes _ for 
lack of the best advice the work has 
not been directed in a way I would 
regard as most desirable. We dis- 
agree on some such propositions and 
I am in the minority.” 

What do you most 
of the college? 

“T want the school to be an agricul- 
tural college and a leader in its line, 


want to make 


instead of merely a commonplace 
rural academy; not simply in name 
but in fact; anu so unmistakably 


one that the public need not be con- 
stantly in doubt as to just what its 
managers are trying to make of it. 
It cannot be this without a broad, 
forceful educator at its head, in 
large sympathy with its agricultural 


department and the agricultural 
spirit and purpose. The present in- 
cumbent is not such a man. As a 


new member in an old board T un- 
fortunately voted with all the others 
to retain him, and therein am blama- 
ble. It ean be rectified at the next 
June meeting if the board so wills, 
and 1 hope it may.” 


Since the above was written we 
have received a report of the last 
bcard meeting of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college. At that meeting a res- 


olution was offered asking for’ the 
assignment of the work of seed 
breeding to the farm department 


with direction to push it with the ut- 


most vigor and make it one of the 
chief features of the farm experi- 
mental work, and make certain 
changes in the appropriation. This 


was defeated. The board in view of 
the discussion adopted the follewing 
preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, Certain newspapers have 
asserted that there are at present 
two factions in the board of regents 
of the state agricultural college, one 
of which stands for a purely. literary 
training and is opposed to the short 
courses in dairving, agriculture, and 
domestic science, the other standing 
for a purely agricultural college and 
opposed to the present order of 
things. 

And. whereas, It has been stated by 
anonymous correspondents that a 
crisis in the affairs of the agricultur- 
al eollege is pending. 

Therefore. be it resolved, That we 
recard the ahove statements as whol- 


ly unwarranted and ealeulated to 
work iniury to the college. We de- 
sire to assure these papers, and 
throueh them. the manv friends of 
the institution. that there {s not, 
nor has there been at any time, a 
desire to restrict the  agrieultural

werk done at the evollege. Om the 
eontrary, we are anxious that every- 
thing possible be done te enlarge and 
render more eiiieient, the experi- 
mental work. 

Two years ago the board unani- 
mously adopted the following reso- 
lution: 

“Resolved, That the present board 
of regents are distinctly in favor of 
doing all in their power to encour- 
age investigation and study in the 
direction of seed-breeding and _ soil 
physics, and that as fast as possible 
the above and kindred topics shall 
be emphasized.” 

That the charge that this board, 
or any part thereof, is opposed to the 
short courses or to the dairy depart- 
ment, is entirely without foundation; 
on the contrary, it is this board that 
adopted and has since maintained 
the present short courses. 

That how, or why, the fear has 
arisen that an attempt is being made 
to relegate agriculture to a minor 
position, or that this institution is 
in any sense a rival of the State Uni- 
versity, we can only surmise. Certain 
it is, that no true friend of the col- 
lege can find data for such a conclu- 
sion. No expansion of the purely 
literary side of the college work has 
been attempted or even advocated. 

That we believe that every member 
of the board of regents has only the 
good of the agricultural college at 
heart, and that such differences as 
arise are wholly honest; and that 
since we are as one in recognizing 
the great importance of the economie 
questions that should be solved in 
this institution, we feel safe in the 
assertion that there is no crisis such 
as has been intimated. 

That the above is offered, not as 
a defense of those whose motives and 
desires have, as we believe, been mis- 
represented and misjudged, but to 
rectify the errors that may in any 
manner injure the power for good 
of the agricultural college.

The “whereas” in the above does not 
seem to us to make a fair statement 
of the case in view of the statement 
of the other side of the question by 
Secretary Coburn, published above, 
and the failure to make any advance 
in seed-breeding or in soil physics cer 
tainly does not create a_ favorable

impression in view of the resolnu- 
tion adopted two years ago. 
Kansas is pre-eminently a wheat 


state and she needs work done along 
the same lines that the Minnesota 
Station has been working with such 
pre-eminent success. There is no 
other place to do that work than at 
the experiment station. Why does 
it not do it? There is no state in 
the West where the education of the 
farmers in soil physics or in the 
proper methods of cultivating their 
soil is so imperative as it is in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. The main trouble 
with the main part of Kansas is lack 
of sufficient rainfall during the crop 
season. The farmer must, therefore, 
learn to utilize to its fullest extent 
the rain that falls outside of the 
crop season. To do this, the practi- 
sal knowlege of soil physics is es- 
sential. 

We fear that the trouble is that 
the majority of those in charge of 
the station are not broad enough 
to grasp the situation. It is not 
contended by the friends of the 
broader education that agriculture 
should be the only thing taught in 
the agricultural college, but that ag- 
riculture should have as prominent a 
place in the teachings and experi- 
ments of the college as it has in the 
industries of the state. In this we 
believe they are altogether right. 

We have given this large amount 
of space to this subject for two rea 
sons. This paper has a large con 
stituency in Kansas; therefore, we 
have an interest in the development 
of agriculture in that state. Second 
and mainly, we deem it essential to 
the welfare of farmers everywhere 
and not only the men in’ charge of 
the Kansas college but of all other 
colleges should prove’ themselves 
equal to the occasion and make the 
agricultural colleges what they were 
intended to be in the first place and 
not merely places where the sons of 
the farmer can get a business or pro- 
fessional education. There are plen 
ty of other colleges for that. Let 
the agricultural colleges be agricul- 
tural in the best and fullest sense of 
the word.

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Partial Soiling. 

A correspondent, of Wright county, 
Iowa, writes: 

‘We read with interest every word 
of your valuable paper and have read 
your article entitled “Woven Wire 
Fence” where you say soil farming is 
too far off, etc. (What we did say 
was that “these fences will be gener- 
ally used in the west until the neces- 
sity for fences has been obviated by 
the general practice of soiling. This 
is too far off to spend time consider- 
ing it now.”) Now, soil farming is 
not so far off as you think. We ex- 
pect to try it next year, as does also 
qa neighbor adjoining us, and all the 
helpful suggestions in your paper will 
be gladly read and appreciated.” Our 
correspondent then goes on to state 
that she has 65 acres of elegant blue 
grass pasture worth $65.00 per acre, 
but can not afford to keep that idle 
with the present high price of grain. 
She keeps a large herd of dairy cows 
and puts the young cattle out to pas- 
ture, and wishes to know if there is 
anything better than clover to sow 
with oats for early summer and fall 
feed when it is desirable to let the 
hogs run in the field. 

We do not believe that the practice 
of soiling, that is of reeding the cattle 
entirely on grass or forage’ crops 
hauled to them will become general 
for a long time to come, but we do be 
lieve that partial soiling can often be 
made profitable. Just how it is to be 
done we do not clearly see as yet and 
farmers will have to feel their way 
To begin with, while we do not be- 
lieve it pays to keep high-priced land 
in blue grass pasture as 1c 1S gener 
ally kept, we do believe that it will 
pay if farmers will see that a 
stand of clover is maincained in the 
blue grass pasture. We further be 
lieve that this can be done very readily 
by disking the pasture in the spring 
and seeding it about once in two oi 
three years to clover, a mixture of 
mammoth and common red preferred. 
Furthermore, this can be done when 
the ground is in good cundition, wnich 
it always is in the spring, with a com- 
mon disk drill. This will increase the 
summer yield of that blue grass pas 
ture two-fold if not three [n tact, 
the Ames Station reporte. that on ex- 
perimental acres the yield was three- 


to lit 


fold, and we have no reason, what- 
ever, to doubt it. especially as the 
acre of blue grass with which the 
clover was sown was compared with 


blue grass somewhat sod bound, as 
most blue grass pastures are. If we 
wished, therefore, to increase the stock 
bearing capacity of the farm, this is 
he first thing we would do. 

Next, a very considerable addition 
can be made to the capacity of the 
farm, where oats is sown in the spring, 


by using rape. A good deal of judg- 
ment must be used, however, as to the 


time of sowing. If the oats is intend- 
ed to be harvested and the rape is 
sown with it, it is likely to grow faster

ihan the oats, and if the oats should 
lodge the crop would ve Iost. Again, 
a stand is somewhat doubtful if the 
sowing of rape is delayed for three or 
four weeks. With plenty of rain it 
will grow all right. In this case, how- 
ever, we would not advise sowing ripe 
where it is to be pastured off with 
dairy cows for the reason that if they 
were allowed to pasture on it at will 
it would undoubtedly taint the milk. 
Therefore, in this case we do not know 
of anything better than a mixture of 
mammoth and common red clover. 

There is probably no crop. that 
yields as much per acre of digestible 
food stuffs with as little expense as 
sorghum. Here again we meet with 
trouble, for cattle can not safely be 
pastured on sorghum without more 
care and attention than the ordinary 
farmer either can or will give them. 
If sorghum is used ana if it is 
sown early, say about the middle of 
May, an early kind is used, and it is 
allowed to head out, it can then be cut 
and hauled in a time of short grass 
to cattle on the blue grass pasture 
aforesaid with very great profit. 

As above stated, farmers will need 
to feel their way and _ experiment 
somewhat. To go back to the case 
mentioned, if an early oats were se- 
lected, such as “Silver Mine” or “Early 
Champion,” and as soon as they could 
be removed the land was disked and 
sown to cowpeas, an immense amount 
of food could be taken from that 
field within one year. The early 
varieties of cowpeas will mature in 
sixty days and when once up will stand 
more dry weather than perhaps any 
other crop and the yield of vines is 
not much inferior, if any. to clover 
hay. 

We have no hard and fast rules to 
lay down because just what kind of 
crops should be used for partial soiling 
in ordinary farm practice has not yet 


heen worked out, and if worked out 
their application would vary vers 
greatly with latitude, longitude, the 


particular line of farming carried on 
on the farm, the amount of labor, and 
so on. We believe, however, that as 
advances in price, 2nd there 
s to be no end tn sight to that 
farmers will adopt more or less 
partial soiling, not generally by carry 
ing the crops to the cattle, but by 
growing catch crops and double crop- 
on to which they can turn their cattle

The Maryland Station on Shredded 
Fodder. 


rhe Maryland Experiment Station 
has been making some experiments 
with corn hay, or shredded fodder 
the results of which to a farmer in 
the central western states seem rath- 
er remarkable. ‘They conclude, for 
example, that there is more digestible 
nutriment in the stalks of corn than 
in the ears. They state that the corn 
grown on the station plots for the 
last two years has produced two and 
one-quarter tons of dry matter, one 
and one-quarter tons of it being in 
the fodder and a little more than one- 
half of it, or 1,624 pounds, being di- 


gestible. They conclude that there 
is more digestible dry matter in a 


crop of corn of this size than in two 
tons of clover hay or two tons of 
timothy. They find, in fact, that the 
digestible matter in the fodder alone 
about equals the digestible matter in 
two tons of either clover or timothy 
hay. They find that three-fifths of 
the digestible matter of the stover is 
in the stubble and husks and only 
about one-ninth of it in the blades. 
Without calling in question the ac- 
curacy of these experiments we wish 
to remind our readers that the far- 
ther south corn is grown the larger 
proportion of the feeding value is in 
the stalk and the less the relative 
proportion in the ear. It seems to be 
a law of nature that in the compara- 
tively short northern summer a larg- 
er per cent of grain in proportion to 
stalk is developed. Much as we think 
of corn fodder, or rather corn stover. 
we would not expect as good relative 
results to he secured from the stover 
or thrashed fodder, north of latitude 
forty as we would south of it. The 
stover will have better quality, but 
there will be relatively less of it. 
\nother thing, farmers must have 
in mind that if they bring seed corn 
from say fifty miles south, it grows 
taller for the first year or two than 
corn of varieties that have adapted 
themselves to the climate. This year, 
for example, we bought seed corn 
from Galesburg, Tll. It was planted 
on a piece of hottom land, and a 
neighbor across the fenee, on similar

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Wheat as a Soil Exhauster. 


The Minnesota Station has been do 
ing excellent work tor some years in 


the line of wheat growing. It has 
done more than any other station to 
develop by artificial pollination new 
var.cties of wheat. It has also given 
special atteniion to the soil exhaus 
tion that tollows continuous wheat 
growing and gives the reason why 


wheat is so exhausting a crop. From 


this point of view the conclusions oj 
the recent bulletin on the influence 
of wheat larming upon sot! [fertility 


are worth quoting in sunstance. 
The station finds that where wheat 
was grown continuously for eght 


years there was a loss of 1,700 pounds 
of nitrogen. Three hundved pounds of 
this were necessary tor the develop 
ment of the plant, but the remaining 
1,400 pounds was a dead loss caused 


by the exhaustion of the humus, 
which contains most of the nitrogen 
content of the soil. In other words, 
the loss by the decomposition of the 
humus or partially decomposed veg- 
etable matter in the soil was more 
than four times as much as that used 
by the wheat piant. Even the soils 
of the Red River valley, fertile as 


and especially adapted to the 
wheat, cannot stand such 
a loss as this. In eight years of con 
tinuous cultivation there was a loss 
of 21 per cent of the total nitrogen of 
the soil; and it would require but a 
very few years more to so exhaust 
the soil of its nitrogen in the humus 
and in other forms, that wheat rais- 
ing would no longer be profitable; and 
this is what the continuous wheat 
growers of northern Iowa, Minnesota 
and Dakota are coming to as surely 
as the sun rises and sets. 

What is the remedy? The station 
found that when wheat was grown in 
a rotation with clover and oats, five 
crops of wheat being removed in eight 


they are, 
growing of 


years, the total loss of nitrogen in the 
soil was reduced to 800 pounds, or 
about 450 pounds in excess of that 


utilized as plant food This points the 
way out. In other words, by growing 
five crops of wheat in eight years and 
the clover and oats the other three, 
two-thirds of the loss outside of that 
utilized by the plant was saved. It 


finds further that when corn was 
grown with clover and oats in the 
rotation and farm manure used, the 
total loss of nitrogen from the soil 
in eight years was less than 100 
pounds in excess of tnat removed as 
plant food. In other words it found 


the 1,400 pounds of loss was avoided. 
The station further round that the 
substitution of oats and barley for 
wheat did not help the matter a little 
bit.

wheat and that when corn was in- 
roduced into the rotation the loss was 
less than if wheat was grown. 

All this is in line with common 
farm experience. Every tarmer knows 
that if he grows wheat continuously, 
or oats, barley and wheat continuously 
his land will as surely lose its avail- 
able tertility as he grows older and 
continues to farm that land. ‘The sta- 
tion turther finds that when wheat i: 
grown continuously there is an annual 
loss of 2,UUU lbs. per acre of humus due 
to the termentatlive decay of animal 
and vegetable matter; but that when 
it is grown in rotation with ciover 
and no material loss of humus 
from the soil occurs. This is another 
very important point and worthy the 
attention of larmers not only in Minn- 
esota and northern lowa, but all over 
the west. It has been our observa- 
tion that the so called “wearing out, 
skinning, taking the cream off the soil, 
etc.”’ of which .armers speak so Oiten, 
is due not so much to the loss of what 
are know as essential elements of ter- 
tility, as to the loss of this humus 
or partially decayed yegetable matter 
in the soil, due to cultivation or ex- 
posure of the soil to the atmosphere. 

While these operations are going on, 
nature is simply completing the de- 
composition ot this vegetable matter, 
converting it into ash and gas. ‘The 
ash remains; the gas is gone. What 
is the resuit? A great change in the 
physical properties of the soil. It be- 
comes wet, sticky and pasty in a wet 
time, baked and hard in a dry time. 
it don’t hold moisture. It is heavier 
in weight per cubic foot; and when 
this condition is reached in any coun- 
try, it will always be found that the 
farmers are complaining that “the 
seasons have changed, the country is 
not what it used to be;” and when it 
is shown them that the rainiall is the 
same for a series of years and average 
temperature is the same, they then 
that there is something 
wrong with the administration and 
that legislation should be such as to 
effect a remedy. All this is pure non- 
sense. The tact is that they have 
been wasting the humus which the 
Almighty has for generations een 
storing in these prairie soils, and then 
try to lay the blame for their own 
misdeeds on someone else, sometimes 
on the Almighty, sometimes on the 
government. 

The thing to do is to keep a sup- 
ply of humus by growing clover and 
other grasses, feeding cattle and haul- 
ing out the manure.

more to maintain the fertility of the 
soil than all the congresses and leg- 
islatures ever assembled. 

Where wheat growers resort to the 
summer fallow, letting the land lie 
idle one year out of three, because 
they obtain larger crops the year 
after the fallow, they conclude that 
in some mysterious unknown way the 
fallowing of the land restores fertil- 
ity. This is a monumental mistake. 
The experiments at Minnesota show 
that there is a heavier loss of nitro- 
gen, the most costly essential element 
in this way than in any 
other. They simply hasten the ex- 
haustion of the soil, borrowing from 
the future to supply the necessities of 
the present The summer fallow is not 
a soil enricher, but a soil exhauster. 

Still further, the station found that 
when the nitrogen and humus of the 
soil were conserved by the rotation of 
crops and the production of clover, 
there was an increase per annum of 20 
bushels per acre of corn and 5.6 bush- 
els of wheat This is practically the 
same result that we secured in a se- 
ries of experiments carried on at our 
own farm fifteen or twenty years ago. 
We found that the roots of a three ton 
crop of clover turned under added 40 
bushels of corn per acre in two years; 
if the season was right 25 bushels the 
first year and 15 bushels the second. 
On account of the seasons these re- 
sults were sometimes exactly reversed. 

The final conclusion of the station 
is that wheat is not an exhaustive 
crop when grown in rotation, but is 
an exhaustive crop when grown con- 
tinuously; that the reduction in fer- 
tility is not due to the wheat itself. 
but to the lack of proper methods of 
farming. They find that old wheat 
soils readily recuperate when some 
humus forming materials are returned 
to the soil; and that all that is needed 
to maintain the soils of the northwest 
in their virgin fertility is good farm- 
ing. Their conclusions in this respect 
are in harmony with the eonclusions

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
“That blackleg is on the increase 
all the time,” said Dr. Victor A. Nor- 


chief of the Pathological Di- 
yision Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture, ‘can 
not be doubted, and abundant testi- 
mony is at hand to show that the 
losses would be appalling if it were 
vaccination. This increase in 
mortality from a disease which must 
have prevailed for generations is 
without doubt due to the differentia- 
tion of the various breeds, and the 
grading up of the vast herds of hardy, 
hali wild cattle. The buffalo, for in- 
stance, was undoubtedly immune from 
blackleg, while the long horns of the 
west, possessed great powers of resist- 
ance to it. For this reason the dis- 
ease was of minor importance ten 
years ago. 

“The recrudesence of blackleg dates 
back to the time when the stockmen 
began to improve thc native breeds 
with strains of pure brea cattle, and, 
as the long-legged, long-haired, far- 
roaming beasts gradually became 
transformed into the deep-chested 
beefy and more indolent cattle of the 
present day, there also occurred a 
gradual retrogression in the vitality 
and in that power of resistance to dis- 
eases which characterized the native 
stock. 

“The problem of mastering blackleg 
is, however, not a hopeless undertak- 
ing, although it may require some 
time: for as each succeeding genera- 
tion attains higher physical develop- 
ment, it likewise adapts itself to its 
surroundings and through constant ex- 
posure becomes more and more resist- 
ant to the infection. I: is therefore 
simply a question of time when the 
high grade and thoroughbred cattle 
will attain the same degree of im- 
munity from blackleg which now 
characterizes the  fast-disappearing 
long-horns. Sut woe to the stock 
owner who is satisfied to wait for this 
and who does not hustle while he 
waits; for where blackleg once claimed 
one or two per cent of the common 
cattle, it now frequently takes ten, 
twenty-five or even fifty per cent of the 
unvaccinated high grade or thorough- 


gaard, 


not for 


bred herd. Out of the 1,980 herds 
noted, containing 369,258 head, not less 
than 15,786 head died from biackleg 
simply because the respective owners 
postponed vaccinating until the dis- 
ease actualiy appeared. 


‘Of course there is always some loss 
from blackleg vaccination but the 
losses are due more to carelessness or 
mistakes on the part of the operator 
in preparing and injecting the vac- 
cine. The great majority of these 
mistakes are the resuit of simultane- 
ous vaccination and castration. It 
seems, that in spite of the warning re- 
peatedly sent out by the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry and which invariably 
accompanies each shipment o7 vacerne, 
a number of cattle owners persist in 
continuing this practice. The castra- 
tion sores admit of the entrance into 
the system of various micro-organisms 


the product of which reinforces the 
virulence of the attenuated blackleg 


bacilli contained in the vaccine with 
the result that blackleg swellings de- 
velop where these germs are most 
abundant, that is, around the sores.” 





At the Queensland Experiment Sta 
tion much suecess was aitained with 
dipping cattle to destroy Texas fever 
ticks. The formula used was: Arenic, 
1) pounds; soap 5 pounds: soda potash 
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28 pounds; Stockholm tar, 74% gallons; 
water, 400 gallons. It was also noted 
that certain birds, known as the mag- 
pie, lark and the wagtail, which con- 
tinually hover around tick-infestea 
cattle and frequently perch on their 
backs, may be instrumental in destroy- 
ing the ticks. 


The Utah Experiment Station has 
made some experiments with a view 
to ascertaining the cost of raising 
steers from birth. They were con- 
ducted with four grade Jerseys. At 
first they were given only whole milk 
alone, but later skim-milk and grain. 
During the summer, the calves were 
pastured, while in the winter, alfalfa, 
corn stover, grain and roots composed 
their ration. At the beginning of the 
test calves 1 and 2 each weighed 58 
pounds, gaining 1.35 and 1.i2 pounis 
per day, respectively. Calf No. 3 
weighed 94 pounds at the commence- 
ment of the test and gained an aver- 
age of 1.39 pounds per day, while 75 
pounds was the weight of No. 4 at 
birth, which gained 1.15 pounds on 
an average per day. Calf No. 1 gave 
a profit of $12.78; No. 2, $8.59; No. 3, 
$9.38, and No. 4, $6.82. The total cost 
of raising the calves was $65.33. 

These steers, it will be remembered 
were grade Jerseys, thus accounting 
for their light weights. Grades of any 
good beef breed would no doubt have 
given much better returns, but this 
experiment was intended to show what 
may be done with grade Jersey steers 
by those who seek to improve their 
dairy herds by the use of a Jersey 
bull. The quality of the meat was ex- 
cellent, the very best sold at the local 
markets during the year.

The number in 
ancient times, of course, was far in 
excess of this number, a king in the 
twelfth century, it is said, alone con- 
structed 4,770 tanks and 543 canals, 
but the British government during the 
last fifty years has restored a majority 
of these tanks and canals which had 
been allowed by the natives to fall 
into ruin.

Mr. David G. Fairchild, the explorer 
of the Department of Agriculture, is 
back to the Department after an ex- 
tended tour of foreign lands in search 
of new plants for the United States 
which might prove of value in a com- 
mercial way. The Jordan almond, the 
fruit of which has only heretofore 
reached this country, is considered by 
the agricultural authorities as the fin- 
est almond in the world. The Spanish 
officials have jealously guarded the 
bush and any attempts to secure 
species for export to any country have 
been frustrated. However, the Depart- 
ment has now succeeded in securing 
several specimens and the government 
will now experiment with them to de- 
termine the best localities in which to 
Jordon almond. 

“In making a short tour of inspec- 
tion through the extreme western end 
of my consular district,” reports Con- 
sul General Oliver J. D. Hughes at 
Coburg, France, ‘‘a part of the country 
entirely devoted to agriculture, with 
exceedingly rich soil, I was surprised 
to see the old-fashioned implements 
employed in cultivation.

It has been said in these columns 
before that pullets are seldom dam- 
aged by overfeeding, but it is not to 
be inferred from this that no judg- 
ment or discretion is to be exercised 
in the apportionment of their food. 
it simply means that mistakes which 
would completely take old hens off 
their feet will not be ruinous to the 
pullets. But it is conceivable that 
pullets can be spoiled as layers by 


throwing all discretion to the dogs in 
the manner of feeding. A_ sensible 
person, however, even though without 
experience in the matter, could hardly 


go to the extreme necessary to pro- 
duce such a result. 

These April hatched pullets are 
worth taking care of. In proportion 
to what they will eat they will put 
more money in the pockets of the 
owner from now till March than any- 
thing else on the farm. They ought 
to have a house to themselves. They 
are not particular as to its style, but 
they will insist upon it being made 
warm. Given this and supplied with 


water twice a day and what oats, 
wheat and corn they are willing to 
scratch out of ten inghe s of straw, 


and they will show the owner what 
they can do as money makers. It will 
not take more than fifteen minutes of 
the day to attend to their needs. The 
pullets would like to furnish some of 
the money with which to buy the 
Christmas presents. Give them the 
chance to do it 
Chickens Dislike Rye. 

Rye shovld not be used in 

place of wheat as food for hens. Hens 


don’t like rye. It is something of a 
mystery why they do not, but they 
testify so plainly to the fact that there

Throw this 
out to a flock of hens and it will b

Preventable Diseases. 


It a man’s chickens die of the roup 
or the cholera it can hardly be said 
that he has used due diligence in his 
eare of the flock. These diseases are 
nearly always the outgrowth of some 
neglect on the part of the keeper. 
Probably the only exception to this is 
when the contagion is communicated 
by contact with another flock where 
somebody's carelessness has left the 
way open for it to get a start. But 
roup and cholera do not originate on 
the premises except through the fault 


of the people who have control of the 
same. 
We have heard people say that they 


trying to do 
as every time 


had just about given up 
anything with chickens 
they got fairly started the cholera 
came along and carried off the flock 
We have been on the premises of som 
of these people and it was no surprise 
to us that they were a favorite camp 
ing ground for the cholera. If the 
chickens in those parts didn’t die of 
the cholera they were not living up to 
their privileges.

plant. Of course we do not harvest 
as heavy crops as we would if we 
could irrigate, but we get two or 


three fine cuttings and its value for 
early and late grazing cannot be 
overestimated. No one need fail in 
vetting a stand on land adapted to it, 
if the “seed bed is properly prepared. 

We prepare the seed bed by plowing 
deep or subsoiling in the fall or win- 
ter. We harrow thoroughly in the 
spring, then sow the seed with a 
press drill, covering it not over one 
inch in depth. If eovered muc *h deep- 
er it will not come through. After 
drilling we cross the drill rows with 
a Hallock weeder to fine up the top 
svil and get the seed thoroughly cov- 
ered. 

[ never sow more than ten pounds 
per acre, as that is quite sufficient. 
if the seed is well covered and not 
too deep, nearly every seed will ger- 
minate. We find that fifteen or 
twenty pounds make it too thick and 
the plants are not as strong as with 
thinner seeding. I have not once 
failed in getting a good stand and 
have sowed ten to twenty acres every 
spring for the past five years. 

If properly put in on a good fine 
seed bed, the plants should begin to 
show on top of ground in this lati- 
tude in seventy-two hours and should 


be so that the rows can be plainly 
seen in one week from the time of 
sowing. The press drill puts every 


seed just right in the moist soil with 
the earth pressed over it. Then the 
fine dust cover made by the weeder 
gives the proper warmth for germin 
ation. 

I advise everyone to test the 
before sowing by sprinkling a sample 
of it on a moist woolen cloth; fold 
another woolen cloth also moistened 
and place it over the seed: then over 
all put half an inch of and set 
it in a warm place. If the seed is 
fit to sow, it should nearly all be 
sprouted in from forty-eight to sixty 
hours, if kept where the temperature 
is from sixty to seventy degrees. Ten 
pounds of responding to this 
kind of a test is enough for an acre. 

Another point is very important: 
lf this seed is to be used on land 
vithout irrigation, by all means get 
seed from non-irrigated alfalfa, if 
possible. The plants will be stronge: 
than from seed grown on irrigated 
land. It is also important to go ove 
the field two or three times the first 
year with a mower. This makes the 
crowns grow larger and the roots 
longer. The way the roots go down 
is astonishing. I have found them 
two and a half feet long on plants

Late Fall Plowing in the ties, 

All scientific horticulturists favor 
the early cultivation of the orchard, 
and, up to about the time corn is laid 
by or a little later, perfectly clean cul- 
tivation. In this we believe. they are 
right, whether the orchard is young 
or old. Most of them favor some kind 
of a cover crop, either allowing the 
weeds to grow or sowing oats, which 
will be killed by winter freezing and 
still furnish cover, or hairy vetch fall 
sown, which will furnish a crop to be 
pastured or turned under next spring 
and effectively keep down the weeds. 

Professor King, a recognized author- 
ity on the soil and its cultivation, sug- 
gests a different method. Cultivate as 
others suggest until July, then wait 
until late in the fall and plow. The 
reasons are given in the following: 

“Late fall plowing and deep cultiva- 
tion in orchards of fruit trees and in 
vineyards of small fruits, after the 
wood is fully matured and growth ar- 
rested by the cold weather, will do 
very much toward giving the soil bet- 
ter moisture relations the next spring, 
tending to secure such results as are 
cited above. In cases where injury 
from deep freezing is liable to occur 
the late plowing will lessen this dan- 
ger because we loose soil blanket will 
help to retain the heat in the ground 
as well as the soil molsture. 

“In the late plowing and deep till- 
age there is little danger in increas- 
ing the loss of plant food by leaching 
because the season is too late and the 
temperature of the soil too low to 
stimulate the formation of nitrates.’ 





Professor King’s suggestion is at 
least worth thinking over. 
Spraying Potatoes. 
The Vermont Experiment Station 


has been conducting some careful ex- 
periments in spraying potatoes, which 
they report in the form of a press 
bulletin as follows: 

“A short time ago the experiment 
station at burlington send out word 
that the potato blight and rot threat- 
ened to do serious damage in Vermont 
this fall. Later reports from the 
same source say that the fears of 
trouble were all realized, and that 
there has been in fact a considerable 
amount of loss already to potaio grow- 
ers. 

“The rot follows the late blight and 
comes from the same cause. Those 
who have late blights in their fields, 
therefore, are bound to have rot; and 
in all such cases special care ought 
to be taken in sorting and storing the 
potatoes for winter. 

“The experiment station still in- 
sists that proper spraying, backed up 
by proper cultivation, will protect the 
potato crop from these diseases. Con- 
tinued experiments and practical field 
tests covering a period of ten years, or 
more, have proved this beyond the 
possibility of doubt. tven now, in 
the latter part of September, when 
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mest petate vines are dead, and many 
fields of potatoes already dug, the 
experiment station potato nelds are 
as green and growing as any time in 
July or August; and the potato expert 
claims that they are making potatoes 
now at the rate of 25 to 30 bushels 
a week for every acre. Wouldn’t it 
pay potato growers to look into that 
matter?’ 

In view of the present outlook for 
potatoes, we think it safe to answer 
that it would. And it would pay them 
any year too. 





Rabbits and Mice. 


It will soon be time to take all nec- 


essary precautions aguimst damage 


caused by rabbits and mice to young 
fruit trees. The injury done by mics 
can be prevented by the very simpie 
process of throwing up a small mound 
of dirt around all young trees ana 


shrubs. In addition to protecting from 
mice, this mound of earth is valuable 
in that it acts as a brace to the tree 
and prevents it from being swayed 
back and forth so much by the winds 
of fall and winter. About as practical 
a method as any of preventing the 
trees from being injured by rabbits is 
to wash the stems along about the last 
of October or first of November with a 
solution of fresh lime to which has 
been added enough sulphur to color it 
yellow and half an ounce of carbolic 
acid to each gallon of the lime solu- 
tion. As long as tnis solution stays 
on the tree it will act as a preventive 
It may be necessary. however, to re- 
new it once or twice during the winter. 


Some Facts on the Value of 
Spraying. : 

Aside from the commercial value repre 
sented in insecticides, their value in farm 
and orchard work depends upon the tol- 
lowing factors: First, purity in composi 
tion; second, correct and thorough prepar- 
ation; third, apparatus best suited for spe- 
cifle purposes of application; fourth, thor 
oughness in application; fifth, proper time 
for application; sixth, correct selection of 
insecticides for specitic purposes. 

As to the tirst, the people of Texas hava 
the benetit of a law which enables them 
to send in samples to the state chemist to 
be tested for purity. It is to be regretted 
that there is such widespread indifference 
among the people as to availing themselves 
of this state law and protecting themsel 
from losses in the purchase of adulterated 
products. After nearly or quite four vears 
since the law went Into effect we find mo-t 
of the dealers in insecticides astonished to 
hear of such a law when they are called np 
on to stop business and first comply with 
the law for the sale of insecticides ven 
a small per cent of the people natural'y 
using insecticides ever note whether whet 
they buy is sold them under the Inbel of 
the state chemist. This is not as it should 
be, and the public ought to be aroused on 
this all important matter of pure insecti- 
cides. for upon their purity depends the re- 
sults 

Following this there is a scandalous 
regard for accuracy in the close adher ned 
to the formulas and direction for prepara- 
tion. These are apparently treated as if 
they were mere opinions. As a matter of 
fact formulas are the results of accurate 
tests, scientifically made, to determine the 
best Ingredients and the best proportions in 
which they should be used. This’ deter 
mined the people should adhere to tho e 
ingredients and proportions and the method 
of preparation with the greatest precision 
Despite the importance of economy in this 
matter it is remarkable that manv other- 
wise Intelligent men guess at it. The idea 
which they seem to have about it is tht 
the ingredients are all In the p-t.and I 
reckon it will do all mixed up. There eon 
be no greater folly. Let us therefore insist 
upon accuracy in each step in the prepara 
tion of insecticides. 

The third important factor not fully un 
derstood is the selection of proper appara 
tus for the application of the potsan soln 
tions prepared. So few of those who spray 
ean explain the difference between = a 
sprinkle and a spray and why the latter 
should not only require less material but 
netually cover a greater area. We cannot 
too strongly impress upon the minds of 
practitioners that the days of guessing at 
insecticide appliances are past We can 
now select nozzles and apnaratns for spe- 
cifle purposes as aceurately as the physt- 
elan prescribes for well defined Aiseasts 
Let everyone lend his Influence and co 
operation towards securing « striet adher 
ence to recommendations as to kinds of 
apparatus to be used, when same are made 
from official or authorative sources 

As a rule the popular ide as to what fs 
a sufficient or proper application Is also 
very erroneous It is common to find men 
who are spraving who do not feel satisfied 
with their efforts unless the entire foliage 
is dripping wet and every leaf covered with 
a thin film of moisture. This is the worst 
condition whieh can he developed In any 
spraying operation. The Ideal sprev is the 
one which protvecs an interminable mist 
and settles down upon the folinge around 
and vnderneath as evenly and gently as 
the midnicht dew Then each bit of sur 
face is evenly covered, each particle of in- 
secticide is separated from the other and 
dries down to fits partienlar place upon thea 
leaf or stem in a manner to Insure the 
greatest. efficiency. 

Another pernicious tendenev is to. wait 
until the eleventh hour hefore snraving 
is begun, er even provision Is made 1 iere-

Station, has for nine years been en- 
deavoring to determine the cost of 
milk per hundred pounds, and the fol- 
lowing gives the substance of his con- 
clusions: 

“The first year 100 pounds of milk 
cost 60 cents, while the price of feed 
stuffs was about the same as now, 
and the yield of the herd averaged 
very fair, namely, 6,000 pounds of 
milk, or 180 pounds of butter fat. The 
second year the cost was about the 
same, 61 cents per 100 pounds of milk; 
but in the third year it was reduced 
38 cents per 100 pounds, with the same 
cows, and prices of feedstuffs the 
game. The only difference was that 
they had calculated the percentage of 
protein, and selected the foodstuffs 
where this was sold the cheapest. He 
said he did not care for carbohydrates, 
fats, etc., as protein is the only es- 
sential part to look after. The cows 
require, On an average, two pounds of 
protein per day.” 

The first year 100 pounds of milk 
cost 60 cents, the cows averaging 
6,000 pounds of milk or 180 pounds o: 
butterfat. The second year the cost wa- 
61 cents, but in the third year it was 
reduced 38 cents per hundred pounds 
with the same cows and the same 
prices of feed stuffs. Why this differ 
ence? Simply because of a different 
ration. The professor concluded that 
the one thing to figure on was the per- 
centage of protein or flesh-forming 
food and he,selected food stuffs where 
this was sold the cheapest. In other 
words, he concluded that the main 
thing the dairyman should look after 
in feeding his cows is the price of 
flesh formers, and found that cows to 
prodiice the cheapest milk should get 
the protein, albuminoids, or flesh 
formers at the rate of two pounds per 
day. 

We call especial attention to this 
because, as we have said repeated! 
the average farmer or dairyman does 
not feed his cows sufficient flesh form 
ers, otherwise known as albuminoids 
or protein. In fact, in all the rations 
submitted to us, not one in ten has 
the amount of this class of substances 
which the cow requires. The reason 
of it is this: milk is largely protein; 
the cow is a producer of flesh form 
ers; therefore she must be fed this 
class of food, and this is the reason 
why albuminous rations, such as bran 
clover hay, gluten meal. gluten food 
germ oil meal, and cotton seed meal 
produce such splendid effects when 
forming a considerable part of the ra 
tion of dairy cows. The reason why 
cOWs give such splendid yields in June 
is not wholly a matter of weather and 
the absen’e of flies but because in a 
mixed pasture of young grass they get 
enough protein: in other words, the. 
get a balanced ration. The farmer 
who, by the proper use of protein ¢7 
reduce the cost of his milk per hun 
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dred pounds 38 eents, will get rieh; 
while the farmer or dairyman who 
feeds haphazard, giving the cows all 
hey want to eat of whatever comes 
handy, is merely paying expenses. 





Tuberculosis and the Dairy Barn. 

in dealing with tuberculosis the 
two points that need special watch- 
ing are the breeding herds and the 
dairy herds. In previous articles we 
have pointed out what we deem to 
be the sure, easy and thoroughly prac- 
\ical way to deal with tuberculosis in 


ihe breeding herds;namely: Have a 
ihoroughly competent veterinarian 


test the animals, separate the non- 
reacting from the reacting, or the 
vell from the sick, the non-reacting 
being those that are perfectly sound 
and the reacting those that have 
iuberculosis in some form; keep 
them separate; breed them, nursing 
ihe progeny on sound grade or com- 
inon cows and nursing the progeny of 
the common cows on the tuberculous 
for that matter let the 
tuberculous cows suckle their own 

alves, if the other is not practical, 
and then sell only on the tuberculin 
test. = 

ihis method cannot be carried out 
in dairy herds because of the sup- 
posed danger in using the milk from 
this class of cows. We are satisfied 
that, the danger is overestimated. 
‘evertheless, pending the final de- 
cision as to whether tuberculosis in 
attle is communicable to man, we 
vould not abate a jot or tittle in any 

ay of the precaution used for the 
protection of consumers of milk. 

lhe only safe way in the dairy herd 
is to test with the same care as in 
ihe breeding herd and then fatten 
and sell all dairy cows that react. 
ear in mind that tuberculosis is not 
hereditary. If we had a herd of 
dairy cows and it was found on ex- 
amination that a number of them 
were tuberculosis, we should simply 
turn them into the pasture, let them 
raise their own calves and then fat- 
ten and sell them. There would -¢ 
no special danger of the calves taking 
ithe disease unless there was tubercu- 
losis in the udder, provided they were 
allowed to run in the open field. 

It is otherwise when cows are 
stable kept or kept in close quarters 
vhere they inhale the breath of each 
other. For this reason dairy stables 
are the great breedimg places of 
tubereulosis, First, because very few 
of them, comparatively speaking, 
have any sort of systematic ventila- 
tion, It is as important to ventilate 
the stable where the cows are kept 
as it is to ventilate the house’ in 
which the owner lives, and ventila- 
tion should not be the haphazard 
ventilation that is usually found. It 
should be through ventilators coming 
down to within six inches of the 
floor, thus taking the foul air off 
the floor. There are few stables 
into which air will not find an en- 
trance, if suitable exit is provided 
for the air heated by the animals 
vodies. In the second place, cow 
stables are usually kept in a filthy 
condition. The floor should be con- 
crete or brick instead of the usual 
board floor. It should not only be 
cleaned out but thoroughly scrubbed 
and everything kept as neat as possi- 
ble. The gutters should be of con- 
crete or artificial stone and should be 
thoroughly washed, lf sufficient air 
space is allowed for each cow, if the 
ventilation is all right and the cows 
are kept clean, there is almost as 
little danger of tuberculosis 
spreading when it is introduced as 
there is in the open field. 

The Pennsylvania Experiment Sta- 
tion found it difheult to deal with 
tuberculosis in tneir herd, because 
it was kept in an old-fashioned Penn- 
svivania bank barn. A new barn was 
provided, tested animals placed on 
either side of. the sound ones at the 
isual distance and it was found -that 
with the. new arrangements for ven- 
lation and: cleanliness the -disease 
vas not as we would say “catching

inder these circumstances, An old- 
‘ashioned banked barn is always sub- 
ect to suspicion. It is possible to 
mild such a barn for dairy cows 
ind have it entirely healthy, lut 
it must have plenty of sunlight and 


fresh air. 


Notes on the Model Dairy. 


Che model dairy at the Pan-American hag 
probably. done much to set ‘people talking 
ihont the different bhreeds of dairv cows 
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the many different opinions expressed by 
cattlemienh eluphasize the importance of the 
undertak ing with a very impressive hint as 
to the value ol the final outcome. Every 
herd represented hive furnished surprises 
at irequent intervals that have added a 
great deal to the general interest ‘here 
is muuch to be suid in favor of each breed, 
and 4 great deal is being said and printed 
in ‘ae different agriculture and live stock 
papers. 

A point of interest that has been thor- 
oughiy demonstrated is in regard to the ef- 
tect that feed has upon the per cent of 
butter fat. During the four months of the 
exposition the amount and kind of feed 
has varied greatly, yet there has been no 
marked change in the butter fat as effect- 
ed by the feed. Variations in this respect 
have almost invariably been traced to in- 
fluences eminating from extraordinary con- 
ditions such as extreme heat and undue ex- 
citement caused by the unusual surround 
ings. 

The value of silage as a feed for milch 
cows is another point of universal interest 
that has been thoroughly demonstrated dur- 
ing this extended experiment. Although 
the silage in this case was put up seven- 
teen miles away, making it necessary to 
haul the feed in wagons through the hot 
sun this distance, the ration thus provided 
proved to be thoroughly satisfactory. The 
silnge lasted until the middle of August. 

Since less gluten has been included In 
the rations there has been a_ noticeable 
improvement in the hardness of the butter 
During the months of May and June, when 
a great deal of gluten was fed, some dif- 
ticulty experienced in this respect, and the 
difference is attributed principally to the 
change in feed.

Home-Made Vinegar—Cheap and 
Good. 


Vinegar is the produce of the oxidation 
of alcohol; alcohol is made from sugar, and 
sugar from starch, hence any fruit, vege- 
table or grain containing starch or sugar 
(and all do contain one or both of these) 
can be made into vinegar. The acid prop- 
erty of vinegar is ‘acetic acid,” diluted 
with four or tive times its bulk of water. 
Its name and flavor being taken from the 
fruit from which it is made, and this flavor 
is imbibed by the water of dilution, for 
acetic acid, irrespective of its source, is 
always the same. 

Acetic acid is not found in nature, but 
is the result of several processes called fer- 
mentation. For instance, take corn meal, 
mix with several times its bulk of water, 
boil for a short time, pour into an open 
vessel and set it in a warm place and fer- 
mentation at once begins. The starch is 
converted into sugar and the product may 
be distilled or decanted off and is called 
sweet beer This first fermentation is 
called the “saccharine fermentation.” by 
which the starch is converted into sugar: 
the gluten in the grain acts as a ferment— 
a yeast. Now, if this solution be let alone 
it will take on a second fermentation, 
called the “vinous (alcoholic) fermentation” 
whereby the sugar is converted intc alco- 
hol. If the spirit is distilled off it is 
whisky. alcohol, or brandy. as the case 
may be. If this compound be let alone it 
vil! take on the third fermentation culled 
‘he -acetous fermentation whereby the 
iicohol is converted into “acetic acid,” 
which is the acid property of vinegar. If 
this is let alone it will take on the fourth 
fermentation, which is called the putrefac- 
tive fermentation, which is destructive. The 
rInten, or gelatine, acting as a ferment 
finally becomes converted into gelatine 
mas which is misealled “the mother.” 
\When your compound has reached the vine- 
gar stage it must be decanted or strained 
WY into a clean vessel and kept stopped un, 
for if the air has access to it it will take 
on the pntrefaective fermentation and spoil. 
This is why all pickles and eatsups spoil

making in a nutshell; but for home use it 
is more expeditious and the strength can be 
better regulated by adding the sugar at the 
start by the use of sorghum syrup or genu 
ine sugar house molasses. 

Take a gallon of corn meal; boil in water 
until it is soft; put it in a ten-gallon cask 
and fill it up with strong molasses and 
water. By leaving the bung out of the 
barrel aud shaking it every day it will soon 
make a splendid vinegar. If it should be 
too weak, more molasses can be added, and 
it will soon turn to vinegar. When the vin- 
egar is made it must be strained into clean 
vessels, set in a cool place and stopped up, 
in which case it will keep for years. Apple, 
peach or grape vinegar is simply made by 
expressing the juice and — in any ves- 
sel with open mouth or bung, and shaking 
it daily and keeping it moderately warm 
It will soon turn to vinegar. Remember in 
all cases, if the vinegar Is too weak it may 
be strengthened by the addition of sugar or 
molasses. Vinegar made by any of these 
processes is pure and healthful. An agree- 
able apple flavor cau be given to any vine- 
gar by bolling a lot of dried apples until 
they are quite soft and mushy, squeeze out 
the juice and water and add to your vine- 
gar. 
7 Vinegar From Dried Apples: Ten pounds 
ot dried apples to twenty gallons of water 
toil three hours, add water as it bolls 
lon of molasses. Put in half barrel, fill 
down: 5 pounds of brown sugar or one ¢ 
up with water to 20 gallons, and let It 
stand open until made.—H. B. Hillyer tn 
Farm and Ranch. 


Poultices. 


The application of heat Is often extreme- 
ly useful In the relief of pain and of in- 
flammation, or in hastening the maturing 
of a boil or felon. The most usual way of 
making such an application is by means of 
poultices. These retain the heat much 
ionger than hot cloths, and have an ad- 
vaptage over a hot water bag when moist 
heat is required. The making of poultices 
is an art which can be learned only by 
practice, and, unfortunately for many poor 
sufferers, few persons ever master the art. 
A good poultice should be perfectly smooth, 
moist, but not dripping, as light as possible, 
and as hot as it ean be made without burn- 
ing the patient. 

A poultice of flaxseed is perhaps the most 
common, but poultices can be made of 
ground slippery elm, corn meal, bread, 
starch or any other material that will make 
a smooth paste with hot water. and will 
not dry too rapidly and become caked and 
hard. In making a flaxseed poultice the 
flaxseed meal, the bowl and the spoon for 
stirring should be previously warmed, and 
everything should be ready to the hand 
before a start is made. Boiling water is 

oured inte the bowl, and then the mea! 
js added gradually with constant stirri 
This is better than adding the water 
the meal. for then {+t fs very difficu't 
prevent lumping 

As soon as the paste is of the proper con- 
sistency—twd parts of meal to five of water 
being about the right proportion—it should 
be spread an inch or so thick upon a piece 
of muslin, lenving an uncovered margin of 
two inches. Then on the face of the poul- 
tice is placed a piece of finnnel of the same 
size as the muslin. ‘he cdges are now 
quickly turned over and fastened = with 
safety pins or basted, and the poultice is 
ready. 

The flannel side goes against the skin, a 
layer of cotton is placed over the poultice, 
and the whole is covered with rubber tis- 
sue or oj] silk. The advantage of having

Scissors Sharpened at Home. 


Oftentimes the good wife finds the svcis 
sors dull and cannot convenicnutly go to th: 
trouble of having them sharpened by a p 
fessional scissors grinder. Under ordinary 
conditions the scissors can be sharpened 
at home. The following directions from 
an exchange will be found useful in guiding 
the novice: The whetstone is not held in 
the ordinary way as in sharpening a knife 
but is applied in a manner quite the 
verse. It will be noticed that the edge 
each blade of the scissors is beveled. The 
blade which is to be sharpened should be 
held firmly between the thumb and fingers 
of the left hand, so that the beveled edge 
will be perfectly horizontal. To do this the 
scissors must be held in a slanting posi- 
tion. Then lay the whetstone flat back and 
forth. If the scissors are not very dull, 
perhaps a dozen strokes may be sufficient 
to sharpen them To test them see if 
they can be made to cut a wet rag. If they 
will they may be considered sharp. but 
if not they must be sharpened more. ‘This 
method of sharpening shears and scissors 
was learned from a hardware dealer who 
practiced it continually In his business 





The Care of Brushes. 


As hair brushes need to be washed onc« 
a fortnight at least, it stands to reason 
that unless properly done they will soon lx 
spoiled. The backs should never be dam 
ened at all, says farm, Field and Firesid 
and the hand in which the brush is held 
should be kept as dry as possible. 

For washing, dissolve a piece of soda the 
size of a walnut in a quart of hot wate! 
in which you can comfortably bear you! 
hand—or, if vou prefer it, you can use 
tablespoonful of ammonia instead of thé 
soda. Free the brush from al! hairs and 
dip it, bristles downward, in and out of 
the water till it looks clean; rinse by dip 
ping in and out of cold water in the san 
way. Shake as dry as you can: wipe th 
back and handle carefully. and dry at once 
either in the open air or before a fire, the 
former if possible. 


The backs and handles of ebony brushes 
should be rubbed over with a ry litt! 
boiled linseed oil after washing, and ther 
rubbed with a soft duster till every vestige 
ot oil is removed.

Verses 5th and 8th afford us an ex-

In his view, 
God knew what was coming on Egypt 
and the neighboring countries, knew 
t because He willed it, and at the 
same time made this famine the 
means of working out His great pur- 
poses, and that without interfering 
with the freedom of the human will, 
overruling all this heartless cruelty 
and murderous intent for their own 
good and for the good of ail the fam- 
ine-stricken countries. He regarded 


Jehovah as sovereign in al! His plans 
and purposes, that these plans and 
purposes were world wide, and that 
while allowing His creatures the most 
perfect freedom, He yet overruled all 
their wickedness for the accomplish- 
ment of His great ends (verses 5-8) 
Joseph did not bother his head about 
reconciling these apparently conflict- 
ing attributes of the Divine character 
as he viewed it; neither need we. The 
guilt and wickedness of Joseph’s 
brethren were none the less on that 

yint, but he offers them this conso 
lation in the hour of their conviction 
of sin. that Jehovah had overruled it 
all to the accomplishment of His be- 
neficient purposes.

Don’t be 
running back and forth, carrying a 
little bit of wheat to keep you from 
starving; come down yourselves and 
bring your wives along and bring your 
children; if you have any grandchil- 
dren, bring them along.

Feeding Medicine to Hogs. 

A Nebraska 
follows: 

“Will medicine fed to hogs in their 
regular feed have the same result as 
if fed to them in a drink of some 
kind? I have watched for this in- 
formation, but have never found any 
thing on the subject.” 

We do not what difference it 
makes whether medicine is fed to 
hogs in their regular feed or in slop 
provided it is so fed that 
gets its proper share. nis 
spondent is feeding soaked corn and 
wheat to one lot of hogs, and wheat 
and alfalfa to another lot. In either 
case all he needs to do is to feed his 
medicine in such shape that each hog 
will get its own share. This is most 
easily done by putting it in some kind 
of slop. 

The point, however, that puzzles us 
in this communication is to know 
wuy this subscriber is feeding medi- 
cine to his hogs at all. The reason 
he gives is as follows: “My hogs 
are not sick, but I am forcing them, 
getting them to eat all they possibly

It is 
more handy to give the medicine in 
their feed than in their slop, hence 
the question.” 

When a very small boy in school 


we were accustomed to read in a book 
called the English reader, and which 
it has always seemed to us and we 
stiil think contained about the choic- 
est collection of reading lessons ever 
put into a boy’s hands. One passage 
which has stuck to us all through life 
is as follows: “They who through 
over anxiety take medicine to repair 
their health do often impair it.” A 
great many farmers have the idea 
that a hog must have some kind of 
medicine. A sick hog probably 
should, but why on earth a well hog 
should have medicine we cannot pos- 
sibly understand. Why should a weli 
man take medicine? The well man 
who continues to take medicine is 
very apt to become sick. Just so it 
is with hogs, cattle or any other kind 
of live stock. A healthy animal needs 
no medicine, is better off without it 


and a thousand times better off than 
with medicine of which the farmer 
does not know either the nature or 


the value. 

Why should spring pigs like those 
of our correspondent, that have ac- 
cess to all the good alfalfa they want 


and all the good, soft spring wheat 
they will eat at noon. why should 
they need any medicine? Why 
should last fall's pigs that can get 
all the ground wheat and old corn 


half and half soaked together, and all 
the alfalfa hay they will eat (and 
they will eat a whole lot of it), why 
should they have any medicine be 
yond the salt necessary to every 
animal, and ashes essential to the 
development of the bony system? 
The very highest authority on earth 
once said, “They that be whole need 


not a physician, but they that be 
sick.” When a farmer is always look- 
ing for sickness and attempting to 
prevent it by feeding medicines to 


healthy’ animals he thereby invites it 
to enter his herd. 





Profitable Crops for Pigs. 


In Bulletin 133, Experiment Station 
Work. which the Department of Agri 
culture will shortly issue, many items 
will undoubtedly interest those whose 
business brings them closely to the 
live ‘stock industry. 

An article on “Profitable Crops for 
Pigs,” cites experiments made at the 
Kansas Experiment Station where, in 
two tests, it was found that a bushel 
of Kaffir corn produced 10.6 pounds 
of pork, while with the lots fed corn 
a bushe. of produced 11.9 
pounds of gain. However, it is stated 


grain 


that pigs tire of Kaffir ‘orn when it 
is fed alone more quickly than they 
do of maize. Kaffir corn fed with 
alfalfa. soy beans or skim-milk is 


eaten readily until the pigs are thor 
oughly finished and lots thus fed fa: 
fen evenly 

When 7.83 pounds of alfalfa hay 
was fed to a bushel of Kaffir corn 
the gain was 10.88. In all of the tests 
made at the station-it is evident th:: 
alfalfa hay combined with Kafftr corn 


. 
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as a feed fer pigs is valuable. How 
ever, it is recommended that the 
plants should be cut early and cured 
thoroughly. It is the leaves whicn 
are the most valuable. 

Experiments with soy beans fed 
with Kaffir corn in the proportion of 
1 to 4 there was an increase in gain 
from 14.6 to 96.4 per cent. The pigs, 
it is stated, when fed soy beans fat- 
ten rapidly, look thrifty, have strong 
appetites and the hair and skin are 
glossy, like those of animals fed oil 
meal. When fed for a short time and 
in a small quantity, cottonseed meal 
gave satisfactory results when com- 
bined with Kaffir corn. 

But of all the tests, skim-milk gave 
the best results. In the experiments 
made at the station the pigs fed skim- 
milk and Kaffir corn, gained 169 per 
cent more than those not fed milk. 
Skim-milk, when substituted for 
alfalfa hay in the proportion of 526 
pounds to 214 pounds, reduced 50 per 
cent the amount of food required per 
pound of gain. Thus, giving a value 
to Kaffir corn at 55 cents per hun- 
dred and pork at 3 cents per pound, 
live weight, the calculated value of 
skim-milk in the tests was 29 cents 
per hundred. 

The experiments show that Kaffir 
corn and either soy beans or alfalfa. 
properly combined, produce good re 
sults in fattening hogs. Kaffir corn 
will not give nearly so large gains. 
fed alone, as when fed with soy beans 
or alfalfa hay. Skim-milk fed with 
Kaffir corn made the best gains, ro 
that the patrons of Kansas crear: 
eries can increase their profits 
feeding their skim-milk with Kaffi 
corn, using the methods as des-«rilb: 
by the station

In responding to this toast at a meeting 
last year F. D. Coburn said: 

It has been said that in the American 
hog we have an automatic machine for the 
reduction of the total volume of corn. It 
is a machine that oils itself; it reduces 
the volume of corn tenfold and quad- 
ruples the value thereof. A brood sow is 
the incarnation of a safe investment, a 
bucolic bond whose coupons are frequent 
and large litters of pigs. The hog is a 
harvester, a condenser and manufacturer 
of hams, lard, illuminating oils, brushes, 
glue, buttons, bacon, whistles, soaps, 
souse, sausage and satisfaction. The well 
bred American hog is a mint, and the yel- 
low corn is the bullion coinea into golden 
coins. He has become a thing of beauty 
and joy forever, as long as a mortgage is 
to be lifted, a house to be built or piane 
bought Instead of being driven through 
muddy lanes, he now rides in wagons and 
railway cars, and thence goes on a tour 
of the world. In all civilized lands he Is 
at home. He camps with the soldiers un 
der every flag, and sails with the sailors 
before every mast. 

At $2.75 a hundred, the hog is a dis- 
reputable fellow of debased morals and un- 
clean habits. But at $7.25 all this is re- 
versed, he becomes an tnteresting gentle- 
man, if not a scholar, entitled to the def- 
erence we show to a distinguished and 
wealthy relative. He is given the right of 
way, and possesses the fat of the land. 
Ile soon ceases to associate with rural 
porkers. He becomes a plutocrat and gets 
Into the hands of the cut-throat packers 
who eventually bleed him to death.

Out of 1,000 lambs treated at the Ohio 
station with the gasoline treatment for 
stomach worm, only one was lost. A table- 
spoonf of gasoline emulsified in four 
ounces of flaxseed tea and given as a 
drench to each lamb was the method used 
there. The common practice, and we think 
about as satisfactory, is to give a_ tatte- 
spoonful of gasoline in sixteen times as 
much sweet milk. 

A Washington press dispateh says: ‘Phe 
interior department is rapidly completing 
plans for the opening of the Fort Hall, 
Idaho, Indian reservation It is expected 
that the reservation, which contains 4008 
000 acres, will be thrown open to settle 
ment within a few weeks. The Quinau'!t 
reservation in Washington, comprising 300 
000 acres, probably will be thrown opem te 
settlement next spring. It is probable the 
old “Sooner” system will be adopted at 
the opening of both these reservations.’ 

The Minnesota College of Agriculture re 
ports an increased attendance in the agri-

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How and When to Water Horses. 

Horse should always be watered before 
weiving their corn, If they are watered 
after feeding, the water washes the 
food out of the stomach, and

gestive troubles. Water drunk by a horse 
does not stay in the stomach like food, 
put passes rapidly through it, going direct- 
jy to that part of the large intestine called 
the caecum. 

Horses should never be stinted in their 
water supply, but should be given as much 
as they want to drink. It is a common 
practice Of many grooms and m some 
stables to Keep horses short of water, part- 
ly on the supposition that too much water 
js detrimental to good condition, and partly 
for no reason at all, but simply from a 
foolish fad grooms have. This is, of course, 
entirely Wrong and should be severely dis- 
couraged, as it is a cruel practice. A horse 
in heaith is not likely to drink more water 
than is necessary for his requirements. The 
amount of water drunk by horses varies a 
good deal in individual horses; some drink 
much more than others, and it would be 
absurd to limit the quantity of water given 
to a greedy drinker because his stable com- 
panion is more moderate in his require- 
ments and consumes less; yet this is often 
done by ignorant grooms. Opinions differ 
as to Whether it is preferable to let the 
horse have a permanent supply of water 
in the stable, so that he can drink when he 
wants to; or whether it is better to give 
him water three or four times a day. In 
my opinion there is not much to choose be- 
tween either practice. 

llorses out at grass do not as a rule drink 
nore than twice a day, and wilu horses (in 
South America, for instance) do not quench 
their thirst except at fairly long intervals. 
We must bear in mind, however, that 
horses out at grass live on succulent food 
containing a large quantity of water, and 
that they do not lose much moisture 
through perspiration, while stabled horses 
are fed on dry food and lose a more or less 
arge quantity of water—according to the 
kind of work done by the animal—through 
perspiration. A horse in the stable, there- 
fore, requires a considerably larger amount 





of water than does a horse out at grass or 
in a state of nature, and it also requires to 
be watered more often. 

The caccum of a horse is very capacious, 


yuch more so than the stomach, which is 


notoriously small in the horse, and can 





hold a quantity of fluid. On this ac- 
count, it may be quite sufficient to water 
the horses four times a day, though fre- 
quently they are watered but three times 


daily, which is too little 

It has been found that « horse drinks less 
water in a given time if he has continnal 
access to Water in the stable, than when 
watered at long intervals; and nothing can 
be said inst this practice, except that 
the water is apt to become stale and foul 
by absorbing the ammonia generated from 
the urine. unless constantly changed: but 
grooms are far too lazy to do this, and un-

In the ease of » horse which has not heen 
heated throngch work. the loss of internal 
heat eaused by drinking cold water is ob 
viously not nearly as great. and even if a 
large anantity is drunk no chill to the svs 
tem takes place, unless the water is very 
cold Furthermore, in this case the water 
is not nearly as anickly ahsorhed into the 
hload system as when a horse has lost much 
moisture throngh perspiration during work 
and is in need of a laree anantity of Hanid 
to establish the normal state of the hlood

Inlarged Hock Joint.—P. H. Hl. has ia 
horse that got slightly cut on skin just be 
low the hock joint. it swelled and formed 
matter, but now it has healed and there is 
left a swelling and the animal is lame. 
Mix two drams cantharides and one dram 
biniodide of mercury with three ounces of 
lard. Rub a little of this on the swelling 
once every second week and continue it 
for several months if needed. 

Leucorrhea:—B. C. O-M. (lowa) has a cow 
that is sterile. She has at times a white 
discharge from the vagina of a very of 
fensive odor The diseased condition of 
the vagina is the cause of the sterility. 
Mix one ounce each acetate of lead and 
suJphate of zine with one quart of water, 
inject a little twice a day. Also give one 
teaspoonful sulphate of iron at a dose in a 
bran mash twice a day and continue it for 
a menth or two, if needed. 

Partial Paralysis or Breaking Down On 
Hind Legs.—Subscriber has some pigs that 
get weak in the back and break down on 
the hind legs. The cause of this trouble 
some disease is not well understood at 
present irom experiments that have been 
made it is supposed to be caused by a 
lack of suflicient phosphate of lime in the 
food the hogs are fed on. The want of this 
material affects the nervous system, hence 
the partial paralysis. By experiments |! 
find the best remedy is to change the food 
and in the early stages of the disease give 
one ounce of castor oil and two drops of 
croton oil at one dose. After this operates 
give ten grains phosphate of lime at a dose 
in the food three times daily. Also give 
fifteen drops oil of gaultheria and two drops 
fluid extract of nut vomiea at a dose in a 
dessert spoonful of cod liver oil twice a 
day. The above dose is for pigs six 
months old and upwards: for pigs three 
months old half the above. This trest 
ment should be continued for several weeks 
Keep the hogs in a good, comfortable plaice, 
drv and shaded from the heat of the sun
